islature has been informed) compelled to undergo hardships and perform 
duties entirely unsnited to their age and former habits of life, and 
vhercas, many ineffectual appeals have been made in various ways for 
their release, therefore be it 

Resfdoed by the General Assembly of Virginia, That the Secretary 
•01 War be and is hereby requested to select from among the prisoners 
now held by the Government of the United States, or that may here- 
after be taken for that purpose, two or more of like standing and con- 
dition and holding like or similar relations to the Government of tlio 
iBo-called Confederate States, as hostages for the release of tbe persor s 
•above named, and to make an unconditional demand for tbe immediate 
i^elease of thoi^s persons, accompanied with the assurance that whatever 
Inflictions, pnnishinents or penalties have been or maybe imposed upon 
the persons thus demanded, will be inflicted upon the persons so held; 
or to take such other measures as may be necessary and effectual for 
the purpose of securing the object mentioned. 

Eesolved^ Iliat the Oovei^nor of this Commonwealth be respectfully 
requested forthwith to transmit to the Secretary of War a copy of thii* 
^esol^tjion. 



No. 10. — Joint Hesolutlon authorizing tbe Governor to take such steps 
as he may think proper for the apprehension of certain offenders. 

Pasiied Jan. 81, 1862. 

Whereas, it is represented to the General Assembly of Virfiinia that 
certain b^se ai^d wicfccd disposed persons have, since the existence of 
hpstjUties by the Con|!edorate States ag^ns.t the Government of the 
United States of America, under pretence of belonging to the armies 
of the said Confederate States, have armed and embodied themselve.^, 
producing terror and dismny wopg the loyal citizens of this State, and 
liav^ bid defiance to law and order; and whereas houses have been pil- 
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laged, fiirmd laid waste^ together with all manner of outrage unknown 
to civilization; and whereas many goo<l and lojal citizens have been 
brutally murdered by th^se marauders while engaged in their lawful 
pursuits at home; and whereas it appears that many of those outlaws 
have been captured by the Government troops and are confined as pris- 
oners ot war; and whereiis in fact they had never belonged to the Con- 
federate army — ^and if they had, in the opinion of this Legislature, they 
cannot thereby relieve themselves from their responsibility to the State 
authorities. 

Be it theref<yre Resolved by the General Assembly of Virginia, That 
the Governor be requested, and he is hereby authorized to take such 
steps and purt^ue such course as he, in his wisdom, may think most 
prudent to secure the apprehension of those offenders, and have them 
placed in the hand^s ef the proper State authorities, to be dealt with ac- 
cording to existing State laws. 



No. 11. — Joint Resolution in reference to amendment of the t)onstitu- 
tion of the United States. 

Pflssed February 18, 1862. 

Whereas, in pursuance of the oth Article of the Constitution of the 
United States, the Congress adopted the following joint resolution, 
which was approved March, 1861, viz: 

ReBolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the following Article 
be proposed to the Legislatures of the several States as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, which when ratified by three- 
fourths of said Legislatures, shall be valid to all intents and purposes 
as part of said Constitution, viz: 

ARTICLE THIRTEEN. 

"No amendments shall be made to the Constitution which will au- 
thorize or give to Congress the power to abolish or interfere, within any 
State, with the domestic institutions thereof, including that of persons, 
held to labor or service by the laws of said State." 

Upon consideration whereof. 

Resolved by the General Assembly of Virginia, That the said pro- 
posed amendment be, and the same is hereby ratified, and declared to

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h9 validy to all intents and purposes as part of said Constitution, when 
ratified by three-fourths of said Legislatures. 



No. 12. — Joint Resolution in reference to payment of Clerks of Regi- 
mental Courts of Inquiry for services at Battallion Courts. 

Passed February 18, 1862. 

Whereas, it appears to the General Assembly that the Auditor of 
Public Accounts construes existing laws so as not to authorize the pay- 
ment of Clerks of Regimental Courts of Inquiry, for their services at 
Battallion Courts, thereby reversing the construction heretofore given 
to the law on that subject, and thereby cutting off the payment of such 
Clerks for services performed under the construction heretofore given 
to the lawy therefore, 

Sesolvedj That it is the opinion of the General Assembly that the 
existing laws do authorize the payment, out of the Treasury, to Clerks 
of Regimental Courts for their services at Battallion Courts, the com- 
pensatian authorized by the 24th Seotion of Chapter 81 of the Code 
of 1861, to be paid to said Clerks for their services to Regimental 
Courts.
